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Frank Buck, famed wild animal collector, 


explains here what it's like to go into 


a thicket after a fear-crazed tiger, and 


tells why he happens to enjoy such jobs 


“ W h it makes the tiger really dangerous is 
that you can never predict what ne will do 
under any given circumstances 
He is the most 
incalculable oi jungle beasts. 
“ I had one encounter with a tigei that really 
can t be blamed on the tiger, but it gave me 
one of the closest calls of my life. 
" W e had trapped one of the big cats, a fine 
specimen, a male measuring nearly IO (eel ta 
length, and decided to take him to an inclosure 
we had built and release him. 
M y hunch was 
that he would make for the heavy brush, but 
eventually he would come out and wander 
about so we could get some splendid pitiuics 
of him in his natural dement. 


“ T T E went into the brush all right, but there 
he stayed. 
W e tried everything to get 
hun out. hurling stones into ‘.he brush and yell­ 
ing at the top of our lungs, 
even throwing 
package after package of lighted firecrackers 
where we thought he might liave gone, bm it 
didn t budge him. 
" W e waited on top of the enclosure we r.ad 
built for picture making, until afternoon, but 
no signs of the tiger. 
So I decided to go into 
the blush with 
4 lighted Bare and see 
if I 
couldn’t rout Mr. Cat oui into the open. 
“ Ali, my faithful boy, went with me, 
and 
we climbed aver the wall, lighted the flares and 
started to round up the animal. 
I left my 
rifle leaning against a small tree, anc* preceded 
Alt into the thicket, poking the flare ahead of 
me in ill directions. 
Suddenly we heard a tremendous roar anti 
a crashing of the brush. 
The tiger was head­ 
ing for me from a point at my left I 
I stepped 
rack to give myself more room to manipulate 
tin: flare, caught my foot io a creeper and went 
Iowa flat on my back. 


Before I could reach my revolver, tile 
tiger was almost on top a1 me. With ap ear­ 
splitting roar he made one leap. lumping 
clear over me and (he sputtering flare I 
hopped when I fell! 
"H e probably made toi me, and changed 
ois mind when he faced the flare, lumping 
over me without knowmg what ic did! 
W e got to the corner of the heavy brush 
when Mr. 
I tger came bursting again. 
I had 
to shoot from the waist. 
He was too close lor 
me to miss, and he reaied up with his fore* 
legs outstretched, dropping almost ai my tee! 
with a shattered shoulder, 
I nad lo mush nim 


with a shot iii the head, 
We measured lrc;n 
my footprint to where the beast lay, and ne 
was just 24 inches from me." 


H 
IS mother drew the line, how­ 
ever. when she came upon 
him one day and found him trying 
to de-fang a copperhead with a 
pair of pliers. 
He remembers that 
episode vividly, first because it wa* 
the only whipping she ever gave 
him. and second because he was 
unable to sit down comfortably for 
several days. 
When he grew older, his family 
moved just outside of Dallas, Tex­ 
as, and he took an interest in birds. 
“ Mother didn’t mind that," he 
says. 
“ In fact, she encouraged 
me and bought all the books on 
birds she could get. 
Almost with­ 
out knowing it, I became a student 
of ornithology, and even today J 
•till regard birds as my first love." 
At the age of 27 Buck was 
working in a bank in Chicago. He 
had saved some money, and hadn’t 
given up the idea of some day go 
lug into the jungle and bringing 
back rare birds— birds he had read 
about in his teens. 
He thought ii 
was about time he made his dream 
come true, so he took a trip to Bra­ 
zil and was fortunate enough to 
capture a number of rare birds and 
bring them home. 
For 25 years since then he has

One doesn't need a college education for this 
work; it only requires courage, resourcefulness, 
patience, and keeping one s head in the face of 
impending disaster, for the animals olten out­ 
wit those who would capture ' rem. 


O f course, some hair-raising exploits may 
take the edge off one's nerve, but the experience 
gained will go toward making the newly-estab­ 
lished dealer in wild animals a peer in his 
realm I 
Frank Buck has been following the business 
of bringing 'em bade alive for 25 years.

fact, he has turned a hobby into a very lucra­ 
tive business, and what is more to the point, he 
is practically without competition. 
“ W ’hen I was a lad." M r. Buck says, " I 
had

for making 
pets of

skunks, prairie dogs, snakes and birds, and my 
poor mother never knew what I 
would bring home next! 
“ I had no playmates, to I inter­ 
ested myself in catching the small 
animals in that section, and I didn't 
draw the line at rattlers or copper­ 
heads!"
